With the purpose of increasing in- 
terest and respect for the Constitu- 
tion of the United States as their aim, 
members of the Better America Fed- 
eration of California are conducting 
the sixth National Intercollegiate 
Oratorical contest. Seven prizes total- 
ing $5,000 will be awarded at the 
Grand Finals to take place in Los 
Angeles on June 19, 1980. 

Orations must be original totaling 
not more than 1,500 words. Accord- 
ing to the new rules not more than 
ten per cent of the total number of 
words in the oration may be quoted 
material and these must be indicated 
as such. Subjects must be chosen 
from the following list: 

Constitution of the United States, 
Constitutional ideals, Constitutional 
aspirations, Constitutional duties, the 
Constitution and the supreme court. 
place of Constitutional law in Amer. 
ican life, the constitution and na- 
tional progress, the constitution and 
contemporary executive practices. 

The Constitution and American 
economic policies, Constitution in- 
centives to individual initiative, Con- 
stitution guarantees to all American 
citizens, the Constitution and inter- 
national affairs, American youth and 
the Constitution, The Constitution 
and its founders. 

Each school will send one repre- 
sentative to the regional finals which 
lwill be held from April 24 to May 
3. Elimination contests for the var- 
ious zones will take place from May 
16 to 30. National finals will take 
place in Los Angeles on June 19.

Don Hillman Elected Grand 
Exalted of First 
Organization 


Thirteen may be unlucky for old 
maids but it is the very foundation 
of the Brotherhood _ of 
Anyway, the well known Bachelors 
order was first organized November 
12, 1925, at Santa Ana junior college 
by 13 prominent Dons who chose as 
their first Grand Exalted, Don Hill- 
man. 

The now firmly established custom 
of observing Bachelor Sabbath twice 
each month was originated at the 
second meeting of the order on No- 
vember 24 and a penalty of 25 cents 
was to be assessed the unfaithful. 
Sabbath was observed from sundown 
Tuesday until sundown Wednesday, 
much longer than the present one. 


Now a severe paddling is administer- 
ed to the occasional sinners. 

The first annual Bachelors’ ball 
was held at the Hotel Angelina at 
Anaheim on the following February 
22, under the supervision of Law- 
rence Minge—a social affair which

has become a Don tradition. It was 
decided that Bachelors would act as 
a group to remove anyone from the 
floor guilty of unbecoming conduct— 
a custom which has since been fol- 
lowed and has lead to the establish- 
ing of a standing of respect in the 
college. 

Ten pledges blazed the way for 
future: sufferers in initiation by par- 
ading through the streets of Santa 
Ana, shivering in their pajamas, on 
the evening of December 10, 1926. 
After amusing the passing citizens 
for some time, the unfortunates made 
their way to the home of Ross Fields, 
headquarters for the evening, and a 
few minutes after their arrival were 
accosted by two officers who charged 
them with indecent exposure and dis- 
turbing the peace. Cell reservations 
were made for them as guests of the 
city at the well known Hotel de 
Jernigan but it was later disclosed 
that the affair was framed. 

President D. K. Hammond and J. 
A. Cranston, City Superintendent of 
schools, have been honorary members 
of the fraternity since 1927 and 
Dean McKee Fisk joined the order 
this year. T. B. Kelly, the first faculty 
adviser, was succeeded by Walter L. 
Scott, who has retained the position. 

Ed Settle was appointed editor of 
the Bachelors’ Bulletin June 10, 
1927, an original publication which 
was continued until this year. It in- 
cluded comment on current subjects 
as well as bits of humor. The first 
edition of the Don sponsored by the 
club was that of November 28, 1928 
and the second was published last 
spring.
